Amend tlie Law relating to Public Ilealtli in Ireland. a.d. 1874. 

B e it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent- Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

I JPrelminary. 

1 . Tliis Act may be cited for all pm-poses as the Public Health Short title. 
(Ireland) Act, 1871. 



SanUa7''ij Authorities. 

2. Prom and after the passing of this Act Ireland shall be divided 
10 into sanitary districts to be called respectively- 

(1.) Urban sanitary districts ; and 
(2.) Eural sanitary districts ; 

and such urban and rural sanitary districts shall respectively be 
subject to the jurisdiction of local authorities, in this Act called 
15 lU'ban sanitary authorities and rural sanitary authorities, invested 
with the powers in this Act mentioned.

4. The aiea of every poor law union, with, the exception, of those 
13ortions (if any) of the area which are included in urban sanitary 
districts, shall form a rural sanitary district, and the guardians of 26 
the tmion shall be the rural sanitary authority of such district, 
subject to the following conditions ; that is to say, 

(1.) No eleclive guardian of any electoral division belonging to 
such union and forming or being wholly included within 
an urban sanitary district shall act or vote in any case in 30 
which guardians of such union act or vote in their capacity 
of members of the rural sanitary authority :

wholly situate therein and to constitute it an urban sanitary 
district subject as such to all the provisions of this Act affecting 
urban sanitary districts ; and the said Board shall likewise have 
power, by provisional order, to add any town or township hereby 
16 constituted an urban sanitary authority to the rural sanitary district 
in which it is situate, to be subject thereafter to all provisions 
of this Act affecting rural sanitary districts ; all such provisional 
orders to take effect when confirmed by Parhament. 

6. The first meeting of a sanitary authority under -this Act shall 
20 be held within twenty-eight days after the passing of this Act, on 

such day as may be directed by order of the Local Government 
Board in each case. 

7. Subject to the provisions of this Act, except as hereiu-after is 
excepted, and from and after the day appointed for the fii-st meeting 

25 of a sanitary authority in prusuauce of this Act, there shall be 
transferred and attach to such sanitaiy authority, to the exclusion 
of any other authority which may have previously exercised or been 
subject to the same, all powers, right, duties, capacities, liabilities, 
and obligations within such district exerciseable or attaching by and 
30 to the sewer authority rmder the Sewage Utilization Acts, and by 
and to the nuisance authority under the Nuisances Eemoval Acts, 
and by and to the local authority under the Common Lodging 
Houses Acts, the Artisans and Labourers Dwellings Act, and the 
Bakehouse Eegulation Act, as the said Acts are respectively varied 
35 or amended by any Act or any local Act or any provisional order in 
force within such district, or by and to any of the said authorities 
under any of such Acts as aforesaid : Provided always, that in any 
urban sanitaiy district the ru’ban sanitary authority shall, subject to 
the provisions of this Act, continue to act in execution of any Act 
40 or local Act or provisional order in force within such 'district imme- 
diately before the passing of this Act, and in the execution of which

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at such time the body hy this Act constituted such urban authority 
tyas acting. 

Where the Baths and Washhouses Acts and the Labouring Classes 
Lodging Houses Acts, or any of them, ai-e in force within the district 
of any sanitary authority, such authority shall hare all powers, 5 
rights, duties, capacities, liabilities, and obligations in relation to 
such Acts exereiseable by or attached to the council, to^vn com- 
missioners, or other commissioners or persons acting in the execu- 
tion of the said Acts, or any of them. 

Where the Baths and W^’ashhouses Acts are not in force within 10 
the district of any sanitary authority, such sanitary authority may 
adopt such Acts, aud where the Labouring Classes Lodging Houses 
Acts are not in force within the district of any sanitary authoiity, 
such sanitary authority may adopt such Acts. 

8. Under the provisions of the Biseases Prevention Act the 15 
execution of all powers relating to the treatment of disease, and the 
establishment and maintenance of hospitals, the conveyance of the 
sick, the disinfection of clothes or dwellings, and the interment 

of the dead, created by the said Act or any other Act, or arising out 
of any order of the Local Government Board, shall vest exclusively 20 
in the board of guardians of the union in which the district of the 
sanitary authority is situate, and the expenses so incurred shall be 
charged on the poor rates as expenses arising under the Poor Law 
Acts or the Medical Charities Act, as the case may be. 

9. Prom and after the day appointed for the first meeting of the 25 
sanitary authoiity of a sanitary district, in piu’suauce of this Act, 
all such property, real and personal, including all interest, ease- 
ments, and rights in, to, and out of property, real and personal 
(including things in action), as belongs to or is vested in, or would 
but for this Act have belonged to or been vested in, any authority 30 
whose powers, rights, duties, capacities, hahilities, and obligations 
are transferred to the sanitary authority shall, so far as such pro- 
perty is applicable to and for the purposes of any such powers, 
rights, duties, liabilities, capacities, or obligations, pass to and vest 

in the sanitary authority, subject to all debts, liabilities, and obliga- 35 
tions affecting the property so ti-ansfen-ed. 

All debts, liabilities, and obligations meurred by the authority 
whose powers, rights, duties, liabilities, capacities, and obligations 
are so transfeixed may be enforced against the sanitary authority to

All property by this section transfen-ed to a sanitary authority 
shall be held by it upon trust for the district or several places 
5 respectively ■within its jurisdiction to ■which such property belonged, 
or for the benefit of udiich such property was held previously to its 
transfer.

to the possession of- property transferred to the rural sanitary

Any minute made of proceedings at a meeting of a joint board, 
if signed either at the meeting at which such proceedings took 
place or at th<; next ensuing meeting by any person purporting for 
the time being to be the chairman of the board, shall be receivable 
in evidence of such proceedings in all legal proceedings vnthout 
further proof, and until the contrary is proved every meeting of a 
joint board where minutes have been so made of the proceedings 
shall be deemed to have been duly convened and held and all the 
members thereof to have been duly qualified. 

No member of a joint board by being party to or executing in 
his capamty of member any contract or other instrument on behalf 
of the board, or otherwise exercising any of the jiowers given to the 
board, shall be subject individually to any action, suit, trial, ju’ose- 
eution, or other legal proceeding ; and a joint board may apply 
any moneys from time to time coming into its hands for the 
purpose of paying any costs of legal proceedings or damages it may 
incur in the exercise of the powers granted to it : Provided that 
nothing in this section shall exempt any member of a joint board 
from liability to be surcharged with the amount of any payment 
which* may he disallowed by the auditor in the. accounts of such 
joint hoard, and wMeh such member authorised or joined in 
authorising.

26. The powers of the Lands Clauses Acts shall, where the same 40 
may be put in force with respect to the taking of land under the 
Sanitary A.cts, extend to all easements and rights in, over, under, 
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or upon land, wlietlier situated witMn or witliout the district of the 
sanitary authority. 

27. Any sanitary authority may buy up any water mill, dam, or 
\veir which interferes with the proper drainage of or the supply of 
5 water to its district ; and for the purpose of buying^ rrp any of the 
properties aforesaid, the Lands Clauses Acts shall be incorporated 
with tliis section ; Provided always, that before putting in force 
any of the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the

30. If any officer of any body by this Act constituted the sanitary 
authority of any district is, by or in pursuance of this Act or of 
any provisional oi-der made under the authority of this Act, removed 

35 from his office or deprived of the whole or part of the emoluments of 
his office, and is not employed in an office of equal value by such 
sanitary authority, the Local Government Board may by order award 
to such officer such compensation as the said Board may think just ; 
and such compensation may be by way of annuity or otherwise, and 
4Q shall be paid by the authority of the sanitary district in which such 
officer held his office out of the rates applicable to sanitary purposes 
within that district.

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31. Where in any Local Acts the consent, sanction, or confir- 
mation of the Lord Lieutenant, the chief secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant, or the Privy Council is required with respect to the 
borrowing of any money, to the giving effect to any byelaws, or to 
the appointment of any o£6.cer for sanitary purposes, the consent, 5 
sanction, or confirmation of the Local Government Board shall, after 
the passing of this Act, he required instead of that of the authorities 
above named. 

The consent of the Local Government Board, and not that of 
the Treasury, shall he required to the boirowing of money for 10 
the pui-poses of the Baths and Washhouses Acts.

36 If any sanitary authority having made such provision fail, without 
reasonable excuse, after notice in -v'riting from the occupier of any 
ho-nse situated in such district requuing such authority to remove 
any house refuse, or to cleanse any earth closet, privy, cesspool, or 
ashpit belonging to such house, or used by the inmates or occupiers 
40 thereof, to cause the same to be removed or cleansed, as the case 
may be, 'within two days, the sanitary authority shall on summary 
conviction be liable to pay to the occupier of such house a penalty

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not exceeding ten shiUmgs for every day dm‘ing whicli such, default 
continues after tlie expiration of the said period of two days. 

37. Any sanitary authority may, for the purpose of defraying 
any costs, charges, and expenses incun-ed or to he incurred by it in 
the performance of its duties under the Sanitary Acts, borrow and 6 
take up at interest any sums of money necessary for defraying any 
such costs, charges, and expenses, subject to the regulations in the 
Sanitary Acts. 

An urban sanitary authority may borrow and take up at interest 
such money .on the credit of all or any rates or rate out of which it 10 
is authorised by the Sanitary Acts to pay any expenses incurred by 
it for sanitary purposes, and may mortgage any such rate or rates 
to the persons by or on behalf of whom such money is advanced for 
securing the repayment to them of the sums borrowed, with interest 
thereon. jg 

A rural sanitary authority may borrow and take up at interest 
such money, if intended to be applied to purposes constituting the 
general expenses of such authority, on the credit of the common 
fund out of which such expenses are payable, and i£ intended to be 
applied to purposes constituting the special expenses of such autho- 20 
rity, on the credit of any rate or rates out of which such expenses 
are payable, and may mortgage any such rate or rates to the persons 
by or on behalf of whom such money is advanced for securing the 
repayment to them of the sums borrowed, with interest thereon. 

The clauses of the Commissioners Clauses Act, 1847, with respect 25 
to the mortgages to be executed by the commissioners shall be 
incorporated with this Act ; and in the construction of that Act 
“the special Act” shall mean this Act; “the commissioners” 
shall mean any authority authorised to borrow by this Act ; “ the 
clerk of the commissioners ” shall include any ofdcer appointed for 30 
the piuposc by any such authority. 

The mortgagees or assignees of any mortgage made in pur- 
suance of this Act may enforce payment of the arrears of principal 
and interest due to them by the appointment of a receiver. 

38. Where any sanitary authority or joint board is possessed of 35 
any land, works, or other property in pursuance and for the purposes 
of the Sewage milization Act, 1867, such authority or joint board 
may borrow any moneys on the credit of such lands, works, or other 
property, and may mortgage such lands, works, or other property 
to any person advancing such moneys, in the same manner in all 40 
respects as if such sanitary authority or joint board were the 
absolute owner, both at law and in equity, of the lands, works, or 
other property so mortgaged. The moneys so borrowed shall be

40. The Commissioners of 'Public Worts in L'eland may with 

the consent of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, on si”' 
the recommendation of the Local Government Board, make any 
20 loan to any sanitary authority in pursuance of any powers of Snd“ 
borrowing conferred by the Sanitary Acts, whether for works 
ateady executed or yet to be executed; sued loau to be repaid 
Within a period not exceeding thirty or fifty years as provided by 
those Acts, and to bear interest at tbe rate of three and a half per 
26 centum per aimum or such other rates as may, in the judgment 
of the said Commissioners, be necessary in order to enable the loan 
to he made without loss to the Exchequer, on the secm-ity of any 
fund or rate applicable to sanitary piu-poses, and without requiring 
any further or other security.

the same, shall be deemed to be expenses properly incurred

48 . The Local Goverviment Board may, at its discretion, by 20 
notice to he published in the Dublin Gazette, declare the enact- 
ment contained in section thirty -five of the Sanitary Act, 1866, to 

be in force in the district of any sanitary authority, notwithstanding 
the restrictions in the said section contained ; and from and after* 
the publication of such notice the sanitary authority named therein 26 
shall he empowered to make regulations in respect of the matters 
in that section mentioned, but such regulations shall not be of any 
validity unless and until they are confii*med by the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 

Begulations made under the said section may extend to ventila- 30 
tion of rooms, paving and drainage of premises, and to notices to 
he given and precautions to be taken in case of any infectious 
or contagious disease.

outside of the premises where the same can be seen by any 
inspector or officer of the sanitary authority. 
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Such notice sliall be affixed within one month after the regis- A.D. I874. 
tration or license, as the case may be, and shall be continued — 
undefaced and legible so long as the premises are used for the 
pui'pose. 

6 Every person who shall make default in this respect, or shall 
neglect or refiise to affix or renew such notice after requisition in 
writing from the sanitary authority, shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding five poimds for every offence, and of ten shillings for 
every day that the neglect shall continue after conviction.

their district the water in any well, public or private, or supplied 
from any public pump, is so polluted as to be injurious to health, wells and 
such authority may apply to any justices having jmisdiction within - 

their district, in petty sessions assembled, for an order to remedy 
15 the same, and thereupon such justices shall summon the person 
occupying the premises to which tlie well belongs, if it be private, 
and, as regards any public well or pump, such person (if any) as 
shall be alleged in the application to be interested in the same, and 
shall either dismiss the application or make such an order in the 
20 case, by directing the well or pump to be permanently or temporarily 
closed, or the water to be used for certain piirposes only, or pro- 
viding otherwise, as shall appear to them to be requisite to prevent 
injury to the health of pei'sons di’inking the water. 

Por the purposes of such inquiry, the said justices may cause the 
25 water to be analyzed at the cost of the sanitary authority applyina-. 

And all the expenses incurred by such authority in and about the 
procuring of this order, and in carrying it into execution, shall be 
charged upon the funds applicable to their general expenditure, but, 
in the case of a rural sanitary authority, shall be deemed to be 
30 special expenses within the meaning of the Sanitary Acts. 

Provided that where the order is made in respect of any private 
well, any person aggrieved thereby may appeal against the same in 
the manner provided by the ninety-third 'section of the Towns 
Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854 and with the same incidents and 
•35 consequences. 

In here the justices dismiss the application, they may, if they 
think fit, aw'ard such costs to the person summoned as to them shall 
appear to be reasonable.

Where a justice shall make and order under that section for the 
remoral of a sick person to a hospital or other place, he shall 
addi*ess it to such police or other ofhcer as he shall consider 5 
expedient; and every person wilfully disobeying the order, or 
obstructing the execution of the same, shall be guilty of an offence 
punishable on summary conviction before two justices, and be liable 
to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds. 

52. The r%ht of complaint given by the thirteenth section of the 1(> 
twenty-third and twenty-fourth years of the reign of Her Majesty, 
chapter seventy-seven, shall extend to nuisances in any place, 
whether on private or pubho premises, and may be exercised by 
any inhabitant in such place, or any owner of premises situated 
therein, or any other person aggrieved or injuriously affected 15 
thereby. 

53. The second section of the Nuisances Hemoval Act for Eng- 
land (Amendment) Act, 1863, shall extend to milk in the same 
manner as if the word “milk ” had been introduced after the word

54. On complaint made by a medical oficer of health or by any 
inspector or other of&eer of a sanitary authority upon oath, any 
justice may grant a warrant to any such of&cer to enter any build- 
ing or part of a building or other place in which the complainant 
has reasonable ground for belie-ving that any animal, carcase, meat, 25 
poultry, game, fish, fruit, vegetables, corn, bread, flour, or milk, 
intended for sale for the food of man, which is so diseased, unsoimd, 

or unwholesome as to be unfit for the food of man, is kept or con- 
cealed, and to search for, seize, and carry away any such animal, 
carcase, meat, poultry, game, fish, fruit, vegetables, corn, bread, 30 
floiu, or milk, in order to have the same dealt with in manner 
pro'vided by law ; and any person obstructing any such officer in 
performance of any duty under this section shall, in addition to 
any other punishment to which he may be subject, be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding twenty pounds. 35 

55. If any owner or occupier or person employed to let for hire, 
or to show for the pm’poses of lettiag for hire, any house or part of 
a house, when questioned by any person negociating for the hire of 
such house or part of a house as to the fact of there being in such 
house, or having -within three months pre-viously been therein, any 40 
person suffering from an infectious, contagious, or epidemic 
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disease, kaowingly makes a false answer to such, question, the A.D. 1874. 
person so answering falsely shall he guilty of an offence punishable 
on summary conviction, and, at the discretion of the justices having 
cognizance of the case, be liable to be imprisoned, with or vrithout 
5 hard labour, for a period not exceeding one month, or to pay a 
penalty not exceeding twenty pounds. 

56. Any person wilfully neglecting or refusing to obey or cany 
out or obstructing the execution of any rule, order, or regulation j-uiea made 
made by the Local Government Board imder section fifty-two of 
10 the Sanitary Act, 1866, shall be guilty of an offence punishable on 29&sovict. 
summary conviction, and be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty c. 90. 
pounds. 

Legal Proceedings. 



57. Subject to the provisions of this Act, every sanitary authority Legal posi- 
15 shall, as respects the service of notices in pursuance of the Sanitary 

Acts by or on behalf of or on such authority, and as respects all rity. 
legal proceedings, matters, and things to be taken or done in. 
pursuance of the Sanitary Acts by or on behalf of or to such 
authority, stand in the same position in all respects in which 
20 previously to the passing of this Act, any authority stood whose 
powers, rights, duties, capacities, liabilities, and obligations are 
transfen’ed to such authority ; and for the purposes of this section a 
joint board shall be deemed to be a sanitary authority. 

58. Every notice required to be given on behalf of a sanitary Notices how

written or printed, and purports to be signed by the clerk or acting 
clerk of such authority. 



59. All powers given by this Act shall be deemed to be in addi- Powers
